7,800,000 Nazis Killed, Captured 
By Soviets In Last Three Years 


LONDON, June 22—(CP)—The 
Soviet information bureau, ina 
review on yesterday's third anni- 
versary of the German attack on 
Russia, reported last night that 
more than _ 7,800,000 Germans’ 
have been killed and captured in 
the three years of fighting. 

During that same period, said 
the review broadcast from Mos- 
cow and recorded in London by 
the Soviet Monitor, Russian 
losses totalled 5,300,000 men kill- 
ed, missing or «aptured. 

HUGE ARMS LOSS 

The information bureau said 
the Germans had lost 70,000 
tanks, 60,000 airplanes and more 
than 90,000 pieces of artillery, 
while Russian losses were 49,000 


tanks, 30,128 airplanes and 48,000 


guns,

some 1,500,000 square kilometres

PEARL HARBOR, June 22.—-The United States fleet defeated 
a powerful unit of the Japanese grand fleet off the Philippines on 
Monday, sinking or damaging 14 enemy warships, including four, 
aircraft carriers and a battleship, to score one of America’s great- 
est naval victories of the war. 


An extraordinary announcement at Admiral Chester W. Nimitz’ headquar- 
ters at 4 a.m. (7:30 a.m., M.D.T.) today revealed that planes of the United 
States Fifth Fleet pounced on the Japanese warships as they emerged from the 


channel between Luzon ‘+ 


and Formosa. 

‘In an air-sea battle reminiscent 
of Midway, the surface units never 
coming to grips, the Americans 
trounced the formidable Japanese 
force and sent its survivors limp- 
ing back to the safety of their own 
waters, 

The Americans lost 49 planes, 
today’s communique said without 
mentioning loss of, or damage to, 
the ships of Admiral Raymond A. 
Spruance’s Fifth Fleet. 

The Japanese force comprised 
four or more battleships, five or 
six carriers, five fleet tankers and 
attached cruisers and destroyers. 
The preliminary official accounting 
of the attack said; 

One aircraft carrier, believed 
to be of the Syokaku class, re- 
ceived three 1,000-pound bamb 


hits, 

One carrier of the Hayataka 
class was sunk, 

One carrier of the same class 
was badly damaged and left 
burning furiously, 

One light carrier of the Zuiho 
or Taiho class received at least 
one bomb hit. 

One battleship of the Kongo 
class was damaged. 

One cruiser was damaged. 

Three destroyers were dam- 
aged and one of them believed 
sunk, 

Three tankers were sunk and 
the other two damaged and 
left ablaze,

Airmen returning from the sus- 
tained assault on the fortifications 
lying along the city limits said the 
Nazi defensive area directly below 
Cherbourg had been blasted into a 
wasteland of rubble and flame. 

The Americans drove two great 
wedges into the coastal area east 

= and west of Cherbourg, chopping 
the, trapped Germans into three 
isolated groups; and the fall of 
the great French port itself ap- 
peared imminent. 

The headquarters announcement 
said that the all-out, evidently the 
final, assault on the city had begun 
and it might bring victory within 
a matter of hours, 

Almost everywhere,  Lt.- Gen, 
Omar N. Bradley's troops were 
massed around the city in strength 
at distances varying from two to 
four miles, and closer at some 
points, especially where mobile 
units were stabbing into the Ger- 
man fortification, 

CAPTURE HINGE 

In closing in, the Americans cap- 
tured Martinvast, some two and a 

half miles below Cherbourg proper, 
on which the Nazis had hinged their 
defence line running through the 
bar of hills hugging the city.

LONDON, June 22.—The Allied aerial offensive switched from Berlin to 
the Battlefields of northern France today as hundreds of British and American 
planes raked the blazing port of Cherbourg with bombs and gunfire and smashed 


again at the Nazi robot plane catapults in the Pas de Calais area. 


Wave upon wave of Allied fighter ., 


bombers rocketed in over Cher- 
bourg early this afternoon and 
pounded the cornered enemy gar- 
rison savagely for a full hour. 

As they turned away, the U.S. 
9th air force’s hard-hitting Mar- 
auders and Havocs thundered in 
to heap new destruction on the 
burning port. 

Simultaneously, a force of about 
250 American Flying Fortresses and 
Liberators, covered by an equal 
number of fighters, Jaid a great 
weight of explosives squarely across 
the ramps from which the Nazis 
have been hurling their pilotless 
planes against southern England. 


BERLIN ATTACKED 

The twin blows followed an 
R.A.F, night attack on Berlin dur- 
ing which lightning-fast Mosquito 
bombers stoked fires blazing in the 
enemy capital from a 2,000-plane 
American daylight raid. 

Part of the American force 
comprising more than 1,000 heavy 
bombers and an equal number 
of fighters, swept on to flew 
bases in Russia, opening the first 
shuttle operations between Brit- 
ain and the Soviet Union.

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Cultural Centres 


Sixteen national associations of artists, 
authors, musicians, architects and players 
have requested the Dominion Government 
for an appropriation of ten million dollars 
to assist in establishing cultural and art 
centres throughout the country. 

This is a fundamentally essential pro- 
ject if Canadian national life is to develop 
along the lines that people of culture have 
mapped out for it. Science has been able 
to prolong life, economics should be able 
to make it more secure. But only the arts, 
in a material way, can enrich it. 

Science, economics and politics are con- 
cerned with the stability of human life. 
The arts are concerned with the breadth 
and sweetness of it. The one gives quan- 
tity to existence; the other gives quality. 

It would seem to be obvious, then, and 
beyond all argument that cultural devel- 
opment is complementary to scientific, 
economic and political development. No 
life can be full and complete without all of 
them. 

It is equally obvious that an allotment 
of ten million dollars to such a purpose is 
pitifully inadequate. If the thing is worth 
doing at all, it is worth doing on a scale at 
least ten times as great, 

There is only one point to be consid- 
ered. If economic and cultural develop- 
ment are complementary to each other, 
which should take precedence in point of 
national policy? 

One thing seems to be clear; there is 
precious little use of making music and 
the arts available to hungry and disheart- 
ened people. No amount of culture will 
unload the burden of perpetual debt off the 
shoulders of a people carrying a private 
monopolistic monetary system. Art can- 
not take the place of social security. Mus- 
eums and statuary will not give desperate 
men work and shelter. 

Social security, monetary reform and 
housing provisions come first. After those, 
the Canadian people will support cultural 
centres to the fullest possible extent. 

It is a bad thing to deprive human life 
of opportunities for culture. It is a bad 
thing to deprive human life of security and 
freedom. It would be an unfortunate thing 
if Canada should make so exceedingly 
many plans that Canadians should be de- 
prived of all of them. 


Another Satellite Gone 


Finland is getting out of the war the 
hard way, having refused to stay out, and 
refused also to get out the easy way. 
Sympathy naturally goes to a small nation 
battling a powerful antagonist. But the 
Finns brought disaster upon themselves. 
They were at peace with Russia when Hit- 
let launched his assault upon that country 
just three years ago. They joined him in 
expectation that he would reward them at 
Russia's expense. They have given great 
assistance to the Fuehrer, by holding large 
Russian forces on the far northern front to 
protect the railway to Murmansk. Moscow 
has for months been trying to induce them 
to make peace. For whatever reason, they 
refused. What followed was _ inevitable. 
Russia could not afford to leave its flank 
exposed, nor keep a powerful army there, 
when it opens an all-out drive toward 
Berlin. 

Hitler does not seem to have responded 
by doing much to help the Finns when they 
were attacked. So far as the despatches 
show he practically deserted them by 
withdrawing his troops and leaving them 
to do the fighting lone-handed. They could 
hardly in the circumstances have expected 
anything else, for the Fuehrer has dangers 
to meet nearer at hand. Britain and the 
United States did everything possible to 
persuade Helsinki to accept the Russian 
overtures, without effect. It can hardly be 
supposed there that Russia’s allies can 
now intervene to secure mild terms for 
the little state. The boundary, which Hit- 
ler was to establish to the satisfaction of 
the Finns, will be drawn by the Russians, 
with first consideration for their own secur- 
ity. 

Regrettable as it is that Finland took 
this fatal course, its defeat means that an- 
other Axis satellite has been knocked out, 
that the northern supply route to Russia 
will be safe, and that Allied forces immo- 
bilized in that remote area can be thrown 


into the main battle.

Lippmann therefore suggests that 
with regard to pledges to use force 
in the future we confine ourselves 
to treaties “definite in object and 
limited in time” embodied, not in 
the charter of a new international 
organization but in the treaties by 
which we settle with enemies. 

The new League should incor- 
porate no commitments to use 
force for if we invest a league with 
military power, “we have no choice 
but to make the biggest military 
powers dominant,” since none of 
the big three would consent to 
allow an assembly of fifty or sixty 
nations to move its army. The 
small European powers can, of 
course, be brought in to collabor- 
ate in keeping Germany disarmed.

Formal treaties were abrogated, 
among them the Franco-Russian. 
The Little Entente, which was an 
alliance for the “specific and 
limited” purpose of protecting the 
succession states from a revival of 
Austrian and Hungarian power col- 
lapsed utterly.

|or aircraft carriers, It will be de- 
termined by land-based air power, 
operating from the home land; 
that is, from the source of a na- 
tion’s industrial might. 

Because the range of aircraft is 
limited as yet—through no fault of |

|when the enemy, moreover, will be 
able to deposit scores of thousands 
of tons of bombs, or do in one 
flight what it takes the British and 
American air forces combined to 
ldo today to Germany in one 
month? 

The base can survive only if 
shielded by superior friendly air 
power. But air power of such 
magnitude can only be husbanded 
on the mainland, To count on the

Relief Group Gets 
Canada’s Cheque

WASHINGTON, June 22—(CP) 
—The United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration yes- 
terday received its first substantial 
contribution—a $6,886,936 cheque 
from Canada—and it was learned 
the second annual council. meeting 
of the organization likely will be | 
held in Montreal in mid-September. 

The Canadian cheque was 
handed over by L. B. Pearson, 
minister counsellor of the Can- 
adian embassy, to U.N.R.R.A. di- 
rector-general Herbert Lehman. 
It represented 10 per cent of Can- 
ada’s total contribution of $77,- 
000,000, less the exchange on Can- 
adian money and a preliminary 
contribution of $55,000 toward 
running costs. . 
Mr, Pearson said in accordance 
with the U.N.R.R.A, agreement, 
providing that uninvaded countries 
contribute one per cent of their na- 
tional incomes for the year ended 
June 30, 1943, Canada’s contribu- 
tion would total $77,000,000.
